There are 22 truant officers in Chicago, under the supervision of 
W.. J. Bodine, superintendent of compulsory education. Thus Mr. Bo- 
dine has the unénviable position of looking afier all the bad boys in the 
300 schools of Chicago.

DELIN QUENTS, DEFENDENTS 


AND THE DEFECTIVES. 

In the afternoon the delinquent. dependent and defective cases were 
tried. A delinquent is a boy under the age of 16, who, were he older, 
would be called a criminal. A dependent is a child who hasn't the proper 
parental care. He may be an orphan, a half orphan or have both parents 
living, the parents through poverty, neglect or other cause, being unable 
to give the child the proper treatment. Delinquents are sent to the John 
Worthy School and to the Illinois Industrial Training School. A defec- 
tive child is one whd is physically or mentally impaired. 

The afternoon’s session is, therefore, much the more interesting. It 
was a hetrogeneous crowd that stood around Judge Tuthill’s desk when 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch ¢orrespondent enteréd the courtroom—men, 
women and children, some with disheveled hair and ragged clothing. 
many from the slums; some whose faces were repulsive to see, and some 
of gentle birth and neat apparel. Christopher Desjarden was on trial for 
stealing a horse and cart. His companions called him ‘Chris.’ 

“IT never meant to swipe a rig in earnest,’’ said Chris, whose eyes 
looked earnestly from under his towseled hair and ragged hat. ‘Jimmy 
Carey, he reads in de pape about de giml on de boulevard wot swipes a 
horse and buggy just fur de sensation of bein’ chased by de cop.

SCIENCE AFTER 
THE “DEVIL BUG" 


GOVERNMENT ENTOMOLOGIST 
HOWARD INCREDULOUS. 


HE “WANTS TO BE SHOWN” ONE 


ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 6—The remarkable 
“firebug,"” which some Georgians have re- 
cently claimed lives and flourishes upon 
hot coals, inhales flame instead of air and 
is altogether suggestive of his satanic 
majesty in habit and custom, and perliaps 
in appearance, has become @ question of 
national jmportance, and now Government 
Entomologist L.”’ 0. Howard of the United 


States Department of Agriculture has tak- 
en up the matter and is endeavoring to 


trace the “devil bug’’ to its lair. 

A letter written by Mr. Howard has been 

received at Atlanta, in which he states 
that he is inclined to be incredulous about 
the existence of this extraordinary bug. 
Mr. Howard says that the nearest thing to 
the “devil bug’’ within his knowledge is the 
“silver fish,”’ a bug Which takes delight in 
running over hot stoves and bricks, but 
which dies instantly when it comes in con- 
tact with actual fire.

CENTRAL SPRINGS, Miss., Dec. 6.—

This, it is said, be- 
came quite obnoxious to Boyd's wife, who 
repeatedly chided with Boyd to discontinue 
his attentions to Artman’s wife, even g0O- 
ing so far on several occasions as to threat- 
en suicide if he did not. 

At the inquest Dr. Dampeer testified 
that he was called to treat Mrs. Boyd, who 
was, as he then thought, attac by 
cramp colic. In two days she showed signs 
of poisoning. On one occasion he asked her 
if she had taken any poison, and she said 
she had not. She stated that the medicine 
she had taken had changed color, and é4- 
stead of beifig the color of pepsin that it 
had turned biue in color and that it had 
a brackish taste. Dr. Dampeer said that 
deceased said she was sure that poison had 
been put in her medicine, She told him that 
she had told Boyd on several occasions 
that she had intended suicide, but that it 
was not intended. On Saturday evening

'Corroborative Evidence of Stone’s Aetivity as the 

Legislative and Legal Agent of the 
Baking Powder Trust, 


As a chapter bearing on his recurd as 4 
lobbyist, the Post-Dispatch presented, Dec. 
2, the story of ex-Gov. William J. Stone's 
connection with the Baking Powder Trust 
and identified him as the legislative and 
legal agent of that rich and powerful com- 
bination. 


Briefly, it was recited that Stone used 


jhis personal and political influence to se- 


cure the defeat of the bill to repeal the 

law prohibiting the use of alum in baking 

powder which was passed surreptitiously 

(so it is charged by many who voted for it 

fe oe y ex-Gov. Stephens who signed the 
Il) at the tegislative session of 1899. 


“The fact was recounted that at the 1901 
Session of the General Assembly Stone ap- 
peared in the lobby at Jefferson City and 
made a speech before the. criminal juris- 
prudence committee in which he urged the 
| members thereof on purely ‘‘scientific and 
hygienic grounds’ to make a.report Unfa- 
Yorable to the anti-trust bill. 


In accordance with Btone’s suggestions, 
the unfavorable report was returned, but 
not openly, and there was no knowledge 
on the part of any of those interested in 


the bill or any legislator, save Senator 
James Orchard of Howell! County, that this 


action had been taken until two days 
after the legislature adjourned, when copies 
of the committee report were spread broad- 
cast. : 


In further substantiation of the informa- 
tion given, the Post-Dispatch printed the 
sworn testifidny of W.: N. Miller to the 
effect that the Public Health, Society was 
located in Stone’sOffice in the ‘union Trust 
building and that the agents of the soci- 
ety were there paid with money taken 
from ex-Gov. Stone’s safe or ult. 


* Patterson Batn, president of, the. Chap- 
man-Bain Manufacturing Co., declared that 
in an interview with him ex-Gov. Stoné 
threatened to drive every independent, bak- 
Ing powder manufacturer out of Missouri 
if Mr. Bain and his friends attempted to 
oppose him for thé senatorship. 


Stone, in a statement 
characterized by vigorous language, denied

It anncunced that a decided turn for the | 
worse had begun, and thet the frncticns 
of the kidneys had almost been suppressed. | 

From that time he sank rapidly and at 11 
o'clock the doctors announced ihat his 
death during the night was inevitable. 

Mr. Reed's family was with him. 

Oxygen and saline solution were used re- 
peatedly in an effort to revive him from 
sinking spells, but they were ineffectual. 

The end was without pain. 

Mr. Reed reached Wagrhington Sunday, | 
having come to attend to some maties | 
In the United States Supreme Court. Hl . 
was at-the capitol Monday visiting with 
friends and former associates in Congress 


and witnessed the convening of the second 
session of the Fifty-eighth Congress. 
STRICKEN SUDDENLY. 


Apparently he was enjoying good health, 
but later in the day he ealled on Dr. 
ir. A. Gardner and complained of gastric 
distress. 

The following day his physicians com- 
pelled him to remain in bed while a diag- 
nosis was made of his condition. Mr. Reed 
was strongly averse to staying in bed. but 
a Yigeévin temperature made it imperative 


Symptoms of appendicitis appeared, 
though his condition was not considered 
alarming. A trained nurse remained with 
him throughout Tuesday night and the pa- 
tient showed signg of improvement. 

Mrs. Reed and daughter, Miss Kittie, 
arrived Wednesday and have remained with 
Mr. Reed at the Arlington Hotel since. 

On Thursday the physicians announced 
that the appendical symptoms were ahbat- 
ing, but that kidney trouble had develdped, 
giving a’ more serious aspect to the case, 

DIED BEFORE TOAST ENDED. 

While the former speaker was dying the 
Gridiron Club was holding its first banquet 
of the Congress session in the hotel below. 
Shortly before midnight it was announced 
that Mr. Reed was dying. President Wynne 
made a feeling reference to Mr. Reed, who 
had been the guest at many Gridiron ban- 
quets; and Maj. John M. Carson, tue cor- 
respondent of the Philadelphia Ledger, 
who had known Mr. Reed for 30 years, 
spoke a few words in praise of him. The 
clu and its guests drank a final toast to 
Mr. Reed. 

Before the glasses were emptied he was 
dead. 

The attending physicians say that the 
cause of death was acute uremia. Mr. Reed 
developed symptoms of catarrhal appendi- 
citis last Tuesday. These symptoms ag- 
gravated the kidney trouble from which he 
had been suffering for a long time. On 
Wednesday dangerous symptoms of uremic 
poisoning set in, and since that time it has 
been recognized by the doctors that his 
chances for life have been slight. 


NOTED SPECIALIST CALLED. 

Mr. Reed became unconscious’ shortly 
after & o’clock Saturday. He remained in 
this condition until the time of his death. 
When the attending physicians found the 
uremic condition complete, the kidneys 
refusing to perform their function, a tele- 
gram was sent to Dr. W. A. Goodnow, a 
famous specialist on diseases of the kid- 
neys, of Philadelphia. He arrived here 
shortly after 10 o'clock and went at once 
to the sick room. 

All the attending physicians were present 
when Mr. Reed died. 

In the afternoon it was ev'dent to the 
physicians that there was little or no hope 
for his recovery. His kidneys had refused 
to work early in the morning, and In the 
afterncon they absolutely would not per- | 
form their functions. His veins were opened 
ear'y in the day and saline sclution was in- 
jected, In the hope that the kidneys’ would 
resume their werk. 


AGAIN SPEAKER IN DELIRIUM. 
He was conscious while this injection was 
made and continued in a sem!-conscious 
state all day. At 9 o'clock at night another 
saline injection was administered, Mr. 
Reed did not rally from either operation, 
His mind was active, but it did not work 
clearly. He wandered to the scenes of his 
boyhood and later went to the notable 
fights he had in the House. 

He spoke portions of his great speeches, 
and for a moment or two imagined that 
he was in the speaker's chair and was pre- 
siding over the House.

But in 18% he was again 
chosen speaker, and again in 1897. 


Mr. Reed saw the power of speaker 
greatly inereased in practical use. He ex- 
cited sharp objection by his ruling as 


present all members whom he might see. 
whether they answered to their names or 
not, so securing a working quorum despite 
the resistance of the minority. His ruling 
was condemned Sy his opponents, but was 
subsequently adopted as a rule of the 
House. He carried the power of the 
speaker to control the course of legislation 
to the highest point, and by his rulings 
prevented obstruction,. and hindered the 
passage of soms measures which he disap- 
proved. 

In 1896 he was a favorite candidate of 
Hard-Money Republicans for the presiden- 
tial nomination, and was widely acknowl- 
edged as the able leader of his party. In 
April, 1899, it was announced that he in- 
tended to tetire from political Ife and 
enter upon the practice of law in New 


York City, having made arrangements to 
enter the law firm of Simpson, Thatcher 
& Barnum, No. 10 Wall street. 

He built up a great practice to which he 
gave his entire attention, his only diversion 
being the writing of articles on political 
questions for magazines and newspapers,

In 1875 Murray, then 26 years of age, was 
the blacksmith at Williamsburg, a village 
10 miles southwest of Mount Vernon. Born 
at Ashley, he grew up in this section, and 
was known to the farmers for miles around 
his town. 

One of Murray's sisters married Joel

The new t 
will rival the Northern Securities Co. is 
to he wholly as prodigious in scope, and in 
some respects will outdo it. 

In planning the big deal the great finan- 
cler has reached out for al the anthracite 
properties in the country “orth vowning, 
and nine coal-carrying roads. 

The capital to be represented will be very 
near $400,000,000, and all the workings of the 
concern on a mammoth scale, _ 

Mr. Morgan nas already chosen his lieu- 
tenants, and is ready to pay-down $145, 000, - 
000 for the mines of the independent oper- 
ators. 

He. will control the huge combines as ab- 
solutely as other projects he handles, and 
will,be the ral coal king of the United 
States. 

It Is said that the details of the anthracite 
dea! will soon be told, together with the 
announcement that the independents have 
accepted Morgan’s price for their property. 

President George F. Baer of the Reading 

Railroad, has promised J. P. Morgan to 
become head of the holding cOmpany when 
the anthracite coal road trust is carried 
through. 
This statement was made positively today 
by competent authorities.Mr. Morgan want- 
ed Mr. Baer to assume the presidency of 
the Lehigh Vailey.

ESCAPED MAN’S

- Having married at 19, Murray left & 
wife and four small children at Williams- 
burg. The eldest son, John, was 6 years 
old.

Then Murvay settled down at Dunlap, Se- 
quatchie County, in a_ wild. and secluded 
section of Hast Tennessee mountain coun- 
try,-far from railroads and the sweep and 
swing of. civilization. Already the had 
changed his name to William H. Howard, 
and the place he selected for his permanent 
home was an appropriate haven for a con- 
cealed identity. 

It ig not very far from that country de- 
scribed in Miss Murfree’s story, ‘““Where 
the Battle Was Fought.” Practically the 
only persons from the wide world outside 
who penetrated to that region when Mur- 
ray first went thither were the revenue of- 
ficers on the trial of moonshiners, and many 
of thoge men never came out again. What 
happened to them js another story.

A FATAL CONFESSION 
TO A PREACHER. 


Three or four years ago Murray again 
became imbued with religious fervor, and 
did some evangelistic work with a preach- 
er. To this evangelist he revealed the fact 
that he was wanted in Illinois for an of- 
fense committed early in life. 

He told the preacher, however, that he 
felt that he had been forgiven for that of- 
fense. 

This preacher related the story of “Mr. 
Howard” to another traveling evangelist, 
the Rev. Mr. Jist, who came to Illinois af- 
terward, and felt tt his duty to inform an 
officer of the law that a man namod Will- 
iam H. Howard, living somewhere in Ten- 
nessee, he knew not wheré, had confessed 
that he was a fugitive from justice in Ill- 
nois for an offense, he knew not what, 
committed many years ago. 

In the meantime “Mr. Howard” was liv- 
ing quietly at Dunlap, going to church on 
Sunday in his go-to-meetin’ clothes, sing- 
ing iri the choir and overflowing with pride 
when he beheld his daughter at the organ, 
for the girl is said to be the belle of her 
town, and one of the prettiest young women 
in the Temnessee mountains. 

Murray hed oxperienced, in the more 
than 2 years of his residence™in Dunlap, 
the supreme joys and the supreme sorrows 
that visit mortal man.

The story of Oom Pauil Kruger begins 
with a chapter headed “Homeless.” The 
title of the last chapter is ‘‘Hemeless.”’ 

The wonderful old man whose iron hand 
once ruled the Transvaal is living what 
outwardly appears to be an idealistic life at 
Mentone, on the Riviera, in Southern 
France. His home in exile in this lovely 
country that knows no winter is a villa, 
picturesque and comfortable and set in 
never-faliing shade. 

There he lives in pastoral simplicity, with 
several personal attendants and his grand- 
children. Mr. Kruger never leaves his 
peaceful home. Each day the Boer patri- 
arch is seen sitting In his garden for en 
hour—from 11 a. m. till noon—surrounded 
by his family. Much of the remainder of 
his time is given to hi correspondenc?, for 
while he is crushed and vanquished, yet as | 
the leader of a famous lést causs he is e till | | 
an important and interesting figure in af- 
fairs of state. 

He dictated the story of his life, which 
the Century company has printed in this 
country, to H. C. FPredell, his private sec- 
retary, and to Piet Grobler, former under 
secretary of the South African Republic. 
The notes made by dictation were harded 
over to the Rev. Dr. A Schowalier, who 
spent weeks with Mr. kruger while he 
elucidated and elaborated them. 

Then the American editio1 was translated 
from the original Dutch of Mr. Kruger and 
from the German text of the cierzyman 
by A. Teixeira de Mattos. The story Is 
told in the first person, and begins with 
the ninth ‘year of the famous Boer. It re- 
lates how. he. killed nis tirst lion, at a very 
tender age; his experience with panthers, 
rhinoceroses, buffaloes and clepharts. 

In the main the book is a stur¥ of South 
Africa and the Boer people. Here is one 
ing Gent of ‘another sort: 

ee the year 1845 my two brothers, Douw 

and Theunnis, Duow's wife, my own wife 
and I, were making a halt near Secucunl’s 
town, not far from the place where the 
Spekboom river joins the Steenport river, 
in the nerth of the Transvaal.

Moro water dwellers long 
ago adopted this type of dwelling as 
a protection against things that creep 
and crawl. 

The water dwellers locate their 
houses out in the center of the va- 
rious lakes which abound in the is- 
lands. They are bulit on a sort of a 
‘aft which is anchored to one spot by 
means of bamboo poles and the vege- 
tation which grows up from the bot- 
tom of the lake. The only access to 
these houses is by means of the Phil- 
ippine boats or canocs, of which there 
are séveral kinds, , 

Between 500 and a thousand Filipino 
workmen will be brought to the 
World's Fair to construct thése and 
other houses which will form the Phi!!- 
ippine exhibit. Nearly 100 native bulld- 
ings of one kind and another wi¥ 
be buliit.

The head hunters are a tribe or race of savages living in the far interior of 
Borneo, They wear no clothing, but men and women alike tattoo their bodies un- 
til they appear to be clad in openwork silk tights. They mutilate their faces by 
stretching great holes in the lobes of the ears and plucking out their eyebrows 
and cutting gashes in their foreheads. They also drill holes in their teeth through 


‘which they put pieces of metal. 


The head hunting consists in cutting off the heads of their comrades instead 
of simply taking their scalps. When enemics are unhandy they take the heads of 
their slaves or weaker friends. Their houses are built to protect them from at- 
tacks, always on the banks of a river, so that they can take at once to their

So writes Dr. Wititiam Henry Furniss in 
his “Home Life of the Head Hunters of 
Borneo,"’ a beautiful book, {Nustrated with 
wonderful photographs of the people, which 
is published by J. B. Lippincott & Co. 

Dr. Furniss lived for more than a year 
with these people, and places them far in 
advance of any savages he has ever met. 

It was in the heart of Borneo, 12,000 miles 
from his own home, that Dr. Furniss lis- 
tened to the story of Aban Avit, the genial, 
courteous head-hunter host, of how he had 
taken the trophies. The traveler ventured 
to say that in his own land such a custom 
would be regarded as horrible. 

“Oh, Blood Brother,”’ he asked the Bor- 

nean chief, “why is it that all you people 
of Kalamantan kill each other and hang 
up their thheads? What does Aban Avit 
think of it?’ 
’ “Fe turned to me in utter surprise at 
first with eyes half closed, as doubting that 
he heard aright,” says Dr. Furniss, ‘and 
jetting the smoke curl out of his mouth for 
‘a moment he replied with untoward ve- 
hemence:

No man can be 
brave who doesn’t love to see his spear 
draw blood.’’ 


From which it may be gathered that Dr. 
Furniss’ gentle and benignant friend was 
& pretty bloodthirsty old man, as indeed 
are all the Borneans. 


The houses are built on pilés, because 
the banks overficw during the rainy season, 
All the houses of a village are under one 
roof. A new home is simply an addition to 
the big structure, a partition separating 
the different families. In front is a common 
veranda, which takes the place of a main 
street. Some of these houses are a quar- 
ter of a mile long and shelter from 60 to 
100C persons. 


On the bank of the river are usually 
four or five posts, about eight feet high, 
which are put up after various successful 
hunting raids, and on them are tie@ vari- 
ous fragments of the enemy—a rib or an 
arm or a leg bone. These offerings are 
supposed to drive away the evil spirits 
that might wish to harass the inmates of 
the house. They also serve as a warning 
to enemies who may be planning an at- 
tack. 


In the old days, and not very long ago, 
it was the custom when a new house was 
built to thrust into the excavation for the 
heavy upright post a young girl slave, alive, 
and the mighty pest was then planted on 
her body, crushing out her life as a pro- 
pitilary offering to the demons that they 
should not molwst the dwelling. This cus- 
tom has been abolished, through the infiu- 
ence of civilized governments, and a pig 
or a fowl has been substituted. 


It was the privilege of Dr. Furniss to ac- 
company a band of Kayans on a head- 
hunting expedition. The British govern- 
ment, under circumstances when justice 
seems to warrant retaliation permits a 
head-hunting expedition. In this particu- 
lar instance the Lalongs threatened to 
avenge the slaying of one of their number, 
who was a thief, and whose head had been 
taken at the order of the government by 
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a Kayan, and a big hunt was organized. 
The Kayans, who had been under taboo 
because of the death of their chief, went 
joyously forth in their war canoes, some 
of which are 120 feet long and easily hold 
100 warriors. 

The Borneans are not much given to af- 
fection, except for their young children, 
upon whom they appear to lavish all the 
love Mm their nature. But even this doesn’t 
long endure. The maidens are demonstra- 
tive towards their lovers, but the young 
men show not the slightest appreciation. 


The mother 'ove lasts longest. 

This particular head hunt came to naught, 
because the enemy ran away: The fighting 
men were bitterly disappointed, because 
they had counted upon taking many heads. 
It looked very much as if they were de- 
termined to get a few heads at any cost, 
by a raid on a perfectly innocent people, 
as was a custom, when some original 
genius discovered that they could borrow 
a head from Another village and thus re- 
move the taboo caused by the death of the 
Chief Oyang Lahut. 


This was done and Dr. Furniss had an 
opportunity to witness the ceremonies ac- 
companying the return from a successful 
head hunt, which he describes in these 
words: 

“Just at the very instant that the sun 
sent its first shaft of level light down the 
long expanse of river, we heard, coming 
from up stream, a solemn, low, deep-toned 
ehant, cr rather humming in harmony. 

“A minute leter the long line of canoes, 
lashed three abreast, slowly round the turn 
and drifted toward the house. The men 
were all standing erect on the thwarts, ar- 
raved in all their many-colored war clothes, 
with bands of plaited palm leaves around 
their knees and elbows and also on every 
spear and paddle. 

“Only a few were at the paddles, while 
all the others stood erect and as motionless 
as statues, holding their spears upright, 
the point of their shields resting at their 
feet. 

“On dna on they slowiy glided, propelled, 
it seemed, by this inexpresstbly solemn 
dirge which was wafting this sacred skull 
to a home it must forever bless. The bril- 
liant colors of the war clothes flashes 
brighter every minute, as the sun rose 
higher and ltt upon the framework of this 
wondrous pageant—the cloudless blue sky 
overhead, the glistening river beneath the 


dark masses of follage, suggesting yet hid- 
ing the ever mysterious jungle: the hushed, 
awe-stricken women and children awaiting 
the warrior’s return, and over all the si- 
lence of earth and sky, broken only by the, 
modulated cadences of that impressive har- 
mony. 

“On, on they glided, until the foremost 
canoes reached the bank. Every face 
bore the expression of a profound religious 
rite. Abun alighted, unloosened the ekull, 
stil] in its covering of palm leaves, from 
the bow of tha boat.

Rose Marion Tells How 
the Good Roads Train 
Carried the Movement

T “tne tebe of good roads by means of 
the laboratory method. That's the 
the way Uncle Sam does things these 

days. I always knew that he was at least 
part Missourian. I wae sure of the fact 
when United States Highway Commis- 
sioner R. W. Richardson came into our 
office the other day and told me the story 
of the trip of the “good roads train.’’ 


It wasn’t such a long train, but it had a 
great big engine as you will see by the 
picture. Back of the engine were eleven 
car loads of machinery for the manufac- 
ture of good roads, a Pullman car and a 
dining car. 


The last two cars\.were for the benefit 
of those who preached the good roads gos- 
pel; the eleven car loads were to show 
how to practice the gospel. 

The train started from Chicago one day 
in the latter part of August. It never 
turned back until] it reached the Pacific 
Coast, It stopped many times in between, 
though. Some stops were in North Da- 
kota, others In Washington, and still oth- 
ers in Oregon and Idaho. 

On the train were Martin Dodge, direct- 
or of the railroad and division: R. W. 
Richardson, United States highway com- 
missioner of the central division: James 
W. Abbott, United States highway com- 
missioner of the Rocky Mountain and Fa- 
cific Coast division; government engineers, 
machinery experts and @ crey of twenty, 
besides representatives of newspapers and 
magazines. 

It is many years since the United States 
government has bothered with the making 
of roads. Years ago, when Henry Clay 
lived, he was a great friend of good 
roads. Through his intervention the gov-

why it stopped at places. At these places 
it usually stayed a week. Two days of 
each week were given over to a conven- 
tion. This was attended by local’ and state 
authorities. At the convention the build- 
ing of good roads was emphasized and as- 
sociations for the building of good roads 
wero formed. The reset of the week was 
devoted to building roads and explaining 
the manner of bullding. 

A section of road was taken and draincd. 
Part of it was built with one material, part 
with another, in order that those inter- 
ested might see the way of working with 
each. This plan was continued throughout 
the trip, which was completed some time 
about the first of November. 

When the story of the train had been 
told. of course I wanted to know what 
such wise persons as the national high- 
way commissioners considered the best 
road. I found ouf. It’s an ideal macadam 
road. 

I also found out how to build such a 
road. First you must have your rcad 
rolled and graded so that it is dry «nd 
firm. On the foundation you must put 
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stance must be thrown over it before it 
is rolled, so that its particles may hold 
together. When the rolling process is 
over, rock about two inches in diametor 
must be spread on top to the depth of 
four inches. This must be rolled also. 
Then comes the finishing touch—a layer of 
hard, durable material which will cement 
and bind as does the icing on a layer cake. 

Sixteen feet is wide enough for such a 
road, and in some places they are made 
only nine feet wide. The road mostly used, 
however, is the dirt road. The road mostly 
condemned is the corduroy road. 

Building dirt roads sounds HNke an easy 
job. It isn't often done successfully, how- 
ever. Too many times the dirt road is a 
drainage canal. Dirt roads must be well 
drained and well crowned. 

Crowning is fixing up the center of the 
road so that it slopes gradually to each 
side. 

The National Road Association has s¢v- 
eral objects in view at the present time. 
One is to make the paying or road tax not 
only the particular duty of the farmer. Al! 
property interests are dependent upon good 
roads and ali should bear the burden, is 
the argument of the association. 

Another is to abolish the system of work-

The National Good Roads Association fa- 
vors the building of roads under the direc- 
tion of practical engineers and men trained 
in the science of road building. 

The association contends that the appro- 
priation for the building of roads should 
be as great as that for the development of 
rivers and harbore. Many of ovr citizens 
obtain no advantage from the rivers and 
harbors; while they are compelled to use 
roads all the tirme—roads, too, the associa- 
tion states, that are mud in winter and 


dust in summer.

VER in Perth Amboy a huge, full- 

O rigged eailing ship is being built. It 

is almost 300 feet long and so wide 

that when it climbs up the, steep sides of 

the ocean waves its vast decks, from end 

to end, will look like the section of a hilly 
street. 

It is the Young American, the first pri- 
vate school-ship ever built. In this big ves- 
gel the young Americans are preparing to 
gail around the world, with the before- 
mentioned staff of professors, in order to 
combine the business of education with 
the pleasure of travel. 

The ‘‘Nautical Preparatory School” had 
ite inception in the brain of Lieutenant- 
Commander Harlow, one of the finest of- 
ficers in Uncle Sam's navy. 

Even before he fought the Spaniards at 
Santiago Lieut. Harlow had begun to plan 
his boys’ “nautical school.” 

“I gee no reason,” said he, “why a boy 
of 18 or 19 should enter college practically 


‘ignorant .of the countries which he is to 


study about. I will build a big ship and 
take the boys around the world before they 
enter college.’’ 

The Young America is the result. 

Imagine a well-equipped boys’ school at 
gea. Imagine studying your Plato and your 
Cicero and the glories of the old Roman 
Empire with the ruins of the Colosseum 
and the Pantheon almost in sight. 

Imagine, too, a completely furnished 
dormitory, gymnasium, library, museum 
and laboratory all afloat on the blue ocean 
and sailing to every port. 

There will be no long-a-beds on the 
Young American. Who could sleep with 
Alexandria in sight or the wonderful bay

The 250 pupils are to be subject to the 
discipline incident to sea life under United 
States navy regulations. The school is 
planned on strictly naval lines. The 
young Americans are to be regarded as 
cadets. These will be formed into com- 
panies and the companies into sections. 

Cadet officers will be appointed monthly 
on the basis of merit in studies and de- 
portment, more especially the latter. 

But even being an officer will have its 
little drawbacks, as they will act as offi- 
cers- of the watch and perform duties iden- 
tical 
similar rank. 


These duties, however, are only for pur- 
poses of physical development, occupation 
and reward of merit. They will be per- 
formed outside of school hours and will be 
merely nominal, as the actual work of the 
ship will be done by an ample crew of sea- 
men, mechanics and servants and the 
young Americans will take no part therein. 

All cadets will be taught to hand reef 
and steer merely as part of the necessary 
education every man should have. But 
they will in no sense be considered a part 
in the management of the ship and will 
never be called on for manual labor, ex- 
cept sail and spar drills.for gymnastic ex- 
ercise. 

A competent physical director will have 
charge of the physical training of the 
young Americans. In addition to the reg- 
ular class work with dumbbells, single 
sticks and naval setting-up drills there will 
be exercises aloft. 

Fach cadet's physical development will 
be charted and watched by the authropo- 
metrical system used at some of our uni- 
versities. 


In many ways the school will be similar 


with those of the ship's officers of © 


to that of the United States Naval Acad- 
emy. Lieut. Harlow believes that rewards 
for good behavior are more effectual than 
punishment for bad behavior. Conse- 
quently he will encourage class, squad and 
individual rivairy. 

The motives for good deportment will be 
shown monthly by the pftivileges given 
the cadet officers, and the extra trips on 
shore. Punishments, if any, will be the de- 
privaticn of pleasures rather than the im- 
position of irksome duties. 

The school will be strictly non-sectarian. 
Morning and evening prayers and Sunday 
services will Se att@nded by all the ‘cadets. 
The chaplain will instruct in ethics and at- 
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tend to that moral and religious training dos, Trinidad, Grenada, St. Vincent, St. Lu-

States army and naval schools, the devel-

»among the cadets will be constantly striven 
for. 

Possibly the cne thing which the young 
Americans will like above all others, is the 
time set apart for school hours—from 8:30 
a. m. to 12:30 p. m. 

The boys will age os all the long after- 
noons toc exercise, and to sight-seeing and 
to study—not of books, but from cbserva- 


tions. The evenings will be devoted to 
study or amusement, as the pupil may 
elect. 


If a boy should feel indisposed, two regu- 
lar physicians will be at his call. It will 
be the duty of these physicians to make 
rigid inspection of the food and the ship. 

While in port every young American will 
have full opportunity to go on shore,, pro- 
vided his conduct has warranted the priv- 
ilege. The cadets will he conducted to all 
places of interest, always in charge of a 
professor. From scGme ports trips will be 
made into the interior by parties of cadeta 
in charge of professors.

But what most interested the audiences 
who witnessed the throwing was when 
Mr. Rawson stepped to the front of the 
stage and with all his might hurled a 
boomerang out into the audience.

Mr. Rawson has been practicing boomer- 
ang throwing for 10 years, but has ogly 
been able to throw on the stage for about 
four years. This is his first season with the 
attraction in America, as he has been in 
England for the past four seasons. He 
now makes a specialty of short distance 
throwing. When he first began throwing 
he says his boomerangs wouldn't turn in 
a five-acre lot. Sometimes they would only 
go 20 or 30 feet and stop and fall to the 
Sround. At other times it seemed they 
wouldn't ever stop. Then again they would 
€O out, mount the air and go whirling 
away, finally taking a notion to descend a 
hundred yards or more behind him. Mr. 
Rawson says he walked at least 25 miles 
the first day chasing after them. It proved 
so interesting to himi, however, that he 
was out again the next day. 

Nothing definite ts known of the origin 
of the boomerang. It probably been used 
hundreds of years by the Australian na- 
tives. It is said that at one time an old 
king. or chief, was lying under a tree 
asieep. On waking he amused himself 
watching the leaves falling fram ‘the 
trees. He noticed that certain peculiar- 
shaped leaves instead of falling to the 
ground almost straight descended in cir- 
cles, and from them he got the idea of 
the boomerang. It has always been sup- 
posed and generally accepted that no white 
man could ever become an expert with 
them.

bend if possible and smooth it off to a flat 
surface on one side. Make the other side 
slightly round and whittle the wood down 


until it is about three-eighths of an inch 
thick at the thickest part. The edges 
should be cut down to the thickness of 


the back of the blade of a jack-knife. The 
ends must be slightly pointed and the end 
that is not held in the hand should be 
slightly turned up, just as you might turn 
up the corner pf a card. 

If you cannot find a stick with a natural 
curve, get a piece of hickory or ash two 
and one-quacter Inches square and from 28 
to 30 inches long, and have it steamed 
and bent to the proper curve. This curve 
should be sufficient to make it about six 
inches from the Inside of the bent place 
of the boomerang to a string drawn across 
from one end of the boomerang to the 
other. This should be whittled down the 
same as the naturally curved stick, so that 
it will be three-cighths-of an inch thick at 
the center and gradually growing thinner 
toward the ends and sides. 

In throwing the boomerang, grasp it 
firmly in the hand so near the end that 
the end is entirely hidden by the hand. Be 
certain to have the flat side of the boom- 
erang next to the palm. In learning to 
throw, hold the boomerang horizontally, 
otherwise you will probably throw it into 
the ground. After you have become more 
proficient in the art you can hold it more 
perpendicularly when you make your cast.

© you know that monkeys reason in 
D the same manna as men? There 
' Was a time when sucha declaration 
would have shocked the orthodox mind, but 
in this era of research the minds of mén are 
not startled at strange deduciiors, and 

they do not revolt at new convictions. 

The students of mental science now ac- 
cept the fact that the minds of men and 
monkeys are essertially the same and work 
by like means te like ends. 

It is not the purpose of this article to 
advance or to discuss any subtle theory of 
speech or reason, but assuming the fact 
that these faculties are'no longer denied 
to the apes and monkeys I shal! simply 
proceed to relate certain facts which have 
been tabylated concerning them. 

It is not claimed that they have specific 
mames for things, or that their speech is 
capable of conveying delicate shadees of 
thought, but it is evident that they are able 
to designate in some way members of their 
own bands and articles of food of certain 
Classes. 

It is also evident that words implying 
action are sufficiently exact in -neaning to 
direct the movements of those to whom 
they are addressed, and it is apparent that 
words of warning define or imply the 
source and nature of the danger. 

Sounds denoting advance, attack. retreat 
or flight are sufficiently definite in mean- 
ing to guide their actions, and are con- 
etrued alike by all members of the band. 

The ideas which they cxpress are not 
mere vague suggestions of the subject in 
mind, hut some of them qualify in some 
degree the primary meaning of others. 

The same remarks are true concerning 
their methods of reasoning and the extent 
to which they are carried. The mechanism 
and processes of mind are the same as in 
the human being. 

There is no adequate reason why we 
should hesitate to admit that these animals 
reason. We have so long disseminated the 
heresy that man alone possesses the facul- 
ties in question that we are loath to yield 
to the fact that these other animals share 
with us all the blessings of life. 

The selfish thought of man's divinity is 
only the outgrowth of his own vanity. 
The threadbare term of instinct has s0 
long been the vague and easy means of 
according for the conduct of animals with- 
out explaining it, that we usually ascribe 
all their actions to it. 

In human speech are often found two or 
more distinct ways of expressing the same 
idea, and in human logic there are often 
two or more methods of reaching the same 
solution. The fact that the speech of mon- 
keys js limited to a few words does not 
lessén the reality of their speaking, and the 
fact that their method of calculation is ob- 
scure does not lesson the reality of their 
calculating, and when a monkey foresees 
@ certain end and puts into action certain 
causes to produce it, his logic is not the 
less rea) than that of man. 

In the chimpanzee the faculty of reason 
and also that of speech have risen to a 
much higher plane than in any other si- 
mian, and those who are familiar with his 
habits of life attribute to him a power of 
speech not far inferior to that of the lower 
types of men. 

These apes have a rude form of patri- 
archal government, in which the father ap- 
pears to be the chief. He directs the move- 
ments of the band, leads them on their 
marches, selects their place for sleeping 
and breaks camp for them. It is well known 
that these animals hold councils or pala- 
vers, as they are called, and have some 
faint idea of justice and the rights of own- 
ership. In addition they have the greatest 
range of sounds and can express the great- 
est number of ideas in the most exact 
Wmanner of any animal below man. 

While my original object was the study 
of the speech of apes and monkeys, it is 
only natural that my attention has been 
drawn to their mental habits in conjunc- 
tion therewith—their modes of life, etc. 

As every form and degree of reason in- 
volves. the faculties of perception, I have 
made many experiments with the view of 


* gscertaining the ability of apes to discern 


color, form, dimension and number. As a 
result, I found that some of their facul- 


. tles are much more acute than those of 


other animals. 

As a means of testing their sense of color 
I used a series of cups, one each of black, 
white and red, and three balls of corre- 
sponding colors. 

The balls fit into the cups, and the pur- 
pose was to see whether or not the animal 
could distinguish these colors and place 
the balls into cups of like color. 

The first difficulty was to make the ape 
understand where I wished him to put the 
ball, and in order to avoid confusing him 
I used only one cup and ball at a time un- 
til his mind firmly grasped the idea of 
putting the bal) In place. 

I may remark that in my first experi- 
_ ments I used the full set, and while the 
‘ animal learned where to put the ball the 
color problem never became quite clear to 


_ him, although other experiments with the 


chimpanzee, however, utterly failed to 
learn at all. He appeared to be quite in- 
different as to how the balls were placed, 
or was very obtuse in placing them, but 
in another series of experiments he dis- 
played a keen perception of dimension. 

By a simple device which I used to test 
the chimpanzee’s perception of form it was 
clearly shown that the animal recognized 
corresponding forms. This fact of itself is 
important, as it shows that the mind of the 
animal was capable of discerning the rela- 
tions of like and unlike parts, and this is 
a primary step in the process of reasoning, 
and in the degree of this faculty the ani- 
mal must be enmesetsael to have the power of 
reasoning. 

In performing an experiment with severa! 
apes to test the strength of “his faculty, 
I used the following method: In each of 
three square pieces of board arranged in 
serial order or they may be used separate- 
Iv) I cut a whole; one hole was square, 
one was circular and one triangular. I 
made a block or plug of wood to fit into 
each of these holes, and in each block Was 
driven a nail, to be used as a handle. The 
ape that learned in the shortest time to 
fit the blocks in the proper holes was the 
same one that had practically failed in the 
color test. 

Within the first hour or so he arranged 
the square and circular blocks in their 
places, but for two or three days the tri- 
angle bothersd him. In his mind he 
seemed to get the square and triangle con- 
fused. To overcome this difficulty I placed 
the triangle a foot or so away from the 
other blocks and then he was able to dis- 
tinguish it more readily, but even when 
he had learned to do this fairly well, it 
was always a help to him if the round 
hole were placed between the other two. 

In one instance; after the ape has be- 
come quite familiar with the problem, (tI 
painted a round, black spot on the surface 
of the square bleck and a square black 
spot on the round block. This was a new 
problem, and for a time the ape was great- 
ly perplexed. 

Several times he tried to pull the black 
spot out of the block and he also tried a 
time or two ‘o fit the blocks into the 
wrong holes. By this it could be seen that 
he had in his mind the vague idea of re- 
semblance in form between the black spots 
and the tholes in the boards. When I 
turned the reverse sides of the blocks he 


Cleverly 
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had no difficulty in placing them over the 
right holes, but as they were slightly bev. 
eled they could not be made to fit, and 
for some days those black spots were a 
source of trouble. He finally solved the 
problem and was able to place the blocks 
as they belonged, but in doing this was al- 
ways very slow and secmed to be in 
doubt. 

Another series of holes and blocks I 
used in testing the faculty 6f dimension, 
the holes in each series differing in size, 
and each series differing in shape. I only 
used two forms of holes and blocks for 
this purpose. 

Some of the animals easily saw this prob- 
lem, while others were very tardy in do- 
ing so, and the same was true of another 
test of form and dimension combined. I 
found this problem rather too complex for 
most of the apes. The things used for 
this experiment consisted primarily of a 
large square block and a large round 
block Within the square block was a 
small round hole and block to fit into it, 
and in the large round block a small 
square hole and a block to fit into it. Of 
course, the round blocks and round holes 
were the same shape, and so were the 
square ones, but of different sizes. 

Nearly all of the apes that tried the prob- 
lem of fitting the small blocks where they 
belonged seemed to have the idea of like 
forms, but only one out of the four that 
tried the experiment was able to solve it, 
and that was the same one that had failed 
on colors. 

It is quite..possible, however, that by 
continuing this series of experiments with 
an intelligent specimen he would learn to 
solve it and even go far beyond, for among 
some of the apes that I have known I 
have found a remarkably clear perception 
of form. 

One of these apes, now in the London 
Zoological Garden, readily selects the key 
of bis own cage among a nalf dozen simi- 
lar keys carried by his keeper, and the 
only means by which the man himself can 
distinguish the key is by the form of the 
slots in the ward. : 

Another chimpanzee that recently died 
in Bellevue Garden at Manchester was able 
to do the same thing with much greater 
facility, and he also constructed a plug of 
wood by which he could turn the latch of 
his cage and escape. “tis was regarded 
as an exceptionally clever trick, but I re- 
cently saw a chimpanzee of Africa which 
was not only able to select any one of three 
or four keys and insert it into the lock, 
but he also, by the use of his teeth, read- 
ily trimmed a piece of wood to fit a square 
hole te release the latch of a cupboard in 
which was kept his master's food. 

There is nv doubt in my mind that if the 
chimpanzee were j#aced under favcrabie 
conditions of captivity and bred for a few 
generations the result would ne a degree 
of intellig2nce far superior to that now 
known tn any animal. 

In carrving out these experime onts I have 
often been impressed with the conduct of 
the animals under treatment. The expres- 
sion of the face and the movement of the 
hands or other members are so strikingly 
humanlike that no one can fail to observe 
the resemblance. 

In conjunction with these experiments ! 
have had increased facilities in studying 
the speech sounds of Apes and the natural 
manner in which they use them I do not 


think that they are capable of cxpressing 
any idea that either might be construed 
as terms relating to the process, or to 
actions pertaining thereto, but I find that 
they use sume of the sounds which I had 
formerly interpreted as having more re- 
Sstrictcd meanings. 

Hcewever, ain soncepts remain in- 
tact, but their meanings are slightly modi- 
ficd. For example, a certain sound which 
I had interpreted as a request, or demand 
for something to be given, and usually 
connected with the sound for food in a 
chimpenzee’s epeech, I find he uses to ex- 
press desire concerning anything. When 
the chimmanzec with which I was experi-

One of the best sam- 
ples of this sort of work ever seen in the 
West is the plaster model] of the World's 
Fair building for the mines and metallurgy 
display recently exhibited in the window 
of the Chicago & Alton Railroad. The 
building was designed by Architect Theo- 
dore C. Link and the plaster model was 
made by Richard Kirst, a Kansas City 
sculptor. Its construction took two and a 
half months. It has now been removed to

The model is constructed on a scale of one- 
eighth of an inch to the foot. 

In discussing the model and the idea of 
making similar models for private dwell- 
ings, Mr. Link said: 

“While such a model would be an excel- 
lent thing and while I have no doubt that 
any- architect would be glad to furnish 
one, I do not think that the idea will ever 
become very popular because of the great 
additional expense necessitated. Of course, 
if a man were building a house that was 
to cost half a million the additional ex- 
pense would not cut much figure along side 
of the matter of being certain that the 
house would be absolutely satisfactory 
when finished. But we are not building 
many houses of that price in the West 
yet. When that time comes I suppose the 
model will come with it.”

Crothers, practically simple, when the 
physician has full control of the patient 
and his surroundings. The treatment and 
after-care require far more skill and tax 
on therapeutic resources. The abandon- 
ment of the needle at the start, and the 
change to some other form of opium or 
other narcotic to lessen the acuteness of 
the withdrawal symptome, then the slow 
or rapid withdrawal of the drug, are the 
most pracjical means. 

The hot-air Lath, with massages daily, 
or more frequently if necessary, is the 
most valuable procedure. Several drugs 
are also useful in treatment of morphin- 
ism. Suggestion and emotions of a vivid 
kind, such as religion, have been found In 
many patients to be most effective modes 
of treating morphinigm.

Gen. Devereux’s reason for making spe- 
cial rates to this firth, and to no other, 
was that, while all the other refiners ex- 
pressed the fear that the advantages of 
refining on the creek close to the ol] supply 
were such that they might ultimately all 
have to move from Cleveland to the oil re- 
gions.

The Standard Oil Ce. was not only to re- 
ceive a rebate of about 4 per cent on its 
own freight, but the same amount on all 
the oil shipped by Its competitors. 

It was to have sccegs to ali books of the 
railroad. Copies of all way bills were to be 
sent to it every day. If an Independent re- 
finer shipped a barrel of oi! from Cleve- 
land to New York he was charged $2, and 
50 cents of the money was paid to Mr. 
Rockefeller and his partners. 

This was the bargain that made compe- 
tition impossible and monopoly as certain 
as the grave. At ence the swallowing pro- 
cess began. 

There were at that time some 26 refineries 
in the town—some of them were feeling 
more or less ths discouraging effects of the 
last three or four years. of railroad dis- 
criminations in tavor of the Standard Oil 
Co. To the owners of these refineries Mr. 
Rockefeller now went one by one, and ex- 
plained the Southwestern Improvement Co. 

You see, he told them, this scheme is 
bound to work. It means an abeolute 
control by us ef the oll business. There 
is no chance for any one outside. But we 
are going to give everybody a chance to 
come in. You are tc turn over your re- 
finery to my appraisers, and I will give 
you Standard Oil] Co. stock or cash, ag you 
prefer, for the value we put upon it. I ad- 
vise you to take the stock. It will be for 
your good. 

Certain refiners objected. They did not 
want to sell. 

They did want to keep and manage their 
business. Mr. Rockefeller was regretful, 
but firm. It was useles to resist, he told 
the hesitating; they would certainly be 
crushed if they did not accept his offer, 
and he pointed out in detail, and with gen- 
tleness, how beneficial the scheme really 
was—preventing the Creek refiners from 
destroying Cleveland, keeping up the price 
of refined oll, destroying competition, and 
elfminating speculation. 

Under the combined threat and persua- 
sion of the Standard, armed with the South- 
western Improvement scheme, almost the 
entire independent ol] interest of Cleveland 
collapsed in three months’ time, Of the % 
refineries at least 71 sold out. From a ca- 
pacity of probably not over 1500 barrels of 
crude a day, the Standard Oj] Co. rose 
in three months’ time to one of 10,000 bar- 
rels. 

By this maneuver it became master of 
over cne-fifth of the refining capacity of 
the United States.

@hat they looked like a weathered plece of 


cget aie tee thc washing wheat and preparing 
ne for the grinding. I have seen them 
tearing burdens that looked heavy enough 
‘#6 crush them, while a stalwart man 
walked by their side unincumbered. I do 
_ mot mean to say the men never carry bur- 
' @ens. I have often seen them with heavy 
packed much the same as a burro. 

But if husband and wife were walking 

the same road and there was a burden to 

be borne the wife would be the one who 

would bear it. Once only have I seen a 

man carry 2 load while his wife walked 

by his side unladen, but they had been 
married only a short time, which indi- 
gated that even among this semi-civilized 
_ people the honeymoon sheds a few faint 
rays. 
The .Pueblo woman would not consider 
ther house properly furnished did it not 
' gontain the flour mills, which consist of 
' &£«.£xgeur shallow troughs or bins. In each one 
fe @ Jarge heavy stone with another elor- 
| gated one. The large stone rests in a slant- 
ing position against the sides of the bin 
- and the wheat is brought up with the hand, 
then by a quick upward and downward 
movement with the long stone, it is 
crushed. This process must be repeated 
Many times. 

Yet with all this very heavy labor, the 
Pueblo Indian girl during her maijidenhood 
ig often fair to look upon, though her skin 
may be bronzed. And her silvery laughter 
is like the carol of some wild bird, with- 
out a trace of the sorrows of life. 

A number of these girls have been sent, 
very reluctantly though, on the parents’ 
part, to various In@fan schools. They came 
ack full of enthusiasm for the new man- 
ner of living and anxious to enlighten their 
people, but the old patriarchs of ths tribe 
will not have their old customs and rites so 
ruthlessly torn away. 

The really pretty and tasty dresses and 
hats that the educated girl brovght with 
her when @he returned from schovul—and 
these little feminine things appeal as much 
‘to her heart as to her American sister-- 
are hooted at and life is made so generally 
uncomfortable for ber that in her despera- 
tion she returns tc her native costume. 

I cannot forgo: one sad-faced Indian girl

quota of clubs, ideas, etc. 

Public whippings are common among the 
Pueblos; two years ago the Indian agent 
at Santa Fe advised the Pueblos to dis- 
continue this barbarous custom, but it is 
safe to say that it still continues. 

The Pueblo woman lives in an adobe or 
mud house. She does her cooking on a fire- 
place; the family eat upon the floor. One 
large earthen dish containing the princi- 
pal article prepared for the meal is in the 
center, and the members of the family 
seat themselves around it, partaking from 
the same dish with a piece of bread in 
lieu of a knife, fork or spoon. It is not, 
therefore, a hard task for the Pueblo wom- 
an to wash her dishes. 


Indian cornbread is 
This word is spelled phonetically. I am 
not versed :n Pueblo orthography; it is a 
very hard task. The bread looks like a 
hornets’ nest in general appearance and 
color, and is thin as a leaf of paper. It is 
folded in book form with the leaves un- 
cut. In making the bread the Indian wom- 
an first prepares a thin gruel and lets it 
cool; she then sits in front of her spacious 
fireplace, where she has a flat hot rock, so 
hot that one unaccustomed to it could not 
possibly bear their hand on it for an in- 
stant. The wonder to me is that any one's 
hands could become so calloused that they 
could ever endure the heat. Upon this 
rock she spreads the thin gruel with the 
palm of her hand, and, as it is of only the 
consistency of paper, it bakes immediate- 
ly. While it is warm she folds it over and 
over until she has a fair-sized volume. 
When it is cold it is very brittle. I have 
never tasted it, owing to a little fastid- 
jousness on my part, but I have been told 
that it is palatable and nutritious. 

The Indian woman's floor is of earth, and 
she considers it of superior quality and 
something to be proud of, especially if it 
has been prepared of mud of which the 
liquid ingredient was blood. This makes 
a very hard floor, but the odor of the 
room is something appalling. <A floor of 
this kind is a luxury, as it requires the 
blood of many animals to make sufficient 
mud for one room. 


On entering the home of a Pueblo wom- 
an you will se® her wardrobe hanging over- 
head on a line. She has her full dress ball 
costume, which is very picturesque. Her 
various articles of adornment are as dear 
to her or more so than they are to any 
American belle. 

The mother does not have to trouble her 
brain regarding her children’s clothing, for 
until they are i0 years of age it is custom- 
ary for them, in the summer, to dispense 
with such superfluous articles as wearing 
apparel. The inen usually do the sewing, 
Riving her still further release from the 
housshold cares which perplex her Amer- 
ican sister. Now and then a sewing ma- 
chine is found in a home, but it is operated 
by the lord of the manor. 

The Pueblo woman has the daintiest little 
moccasined foot and the largest limb from 
the ankle up to the knee that I ever saw, 
for it is wrapped with yards and vards 
of buckskin and very neatly and deftly 
Cone, as [ saw by watching ths operation. 

I saw 15 Indian eouples married. It was 
a most interesting and somewhat tiresome 
ceremony on account of its length and the 
absence of soats. It was in the Indian 
church at Santa Domingo on the occasion 
of their noted annual dance on the 4th of 
August. The church was crowded ‘with 
Indians, Mexicans and Americans. The 
marriage ceremony was partially their own 
and partially Roman Catholic. The Cath-

James M. Loring Tells What May Be Seen 
and Learned at the Place Where “The 


Master of English” Wrote. 


I remember as a child 

T carried in arms, to have seen at the 

Olive Street Theater ih St. Louls, 

Mo., 50 odd years ago, was ‘‘Macbeth.”’ Its 

pegeantry and swift tragic action bewil- 

dered and delighted me. -~From that day to 

this I have been an admirer of the ‘‘mas- 

ter,"’ having repeatedly read and seen acted 

his leading plays and perused many com- 
mentaries on them. 

Of the mind and soul of Shakspeare, as 
revealed in his compositions, we know as 
much as. mortal men can of another man. 
We also know from the parish register 
kept in the Holy Trinity Church at Strat- 
ford, the dates of his birth and death. 1 
saw it today. We also know that he mar- 
ried at 18, went to London and became a 
“Johannes Factutum" at the Globe Theater. 

I recentiy visited and located the spot in 
Southwark where it stood, now occupied 
by Barclay’s Brewery: that he rewrote old 
plays; the library of this theater possessed 
the accumulations of generations of plays 
in books and manuscripts; and wrote new 
ones; that for a quarter of a century he 
produced one play at least annually and 
sometimes two; was a good manager, a 
good actor, a splendid man of business for 
himself and others; was protected by the 
Earl of Southampton and other noblemen, 
and also by Queen’ Eligabeth—a fact that 
does much to reconcile us to her many and 
great faults; that his thoughts during all 
his stay in London fondly—as is evident— 
turned to this, his home; that he finally 
disposed of all his holdings in London: re- 
tired permanently to his new home in 
Stratford, died there, surrounded ‘by wife, 
children and loving friends, universally be- 
Joved; was buried in the sacred place in 
the chance! of the Holy Trinity: and seven 
years later was honored by a bust deco- 
rating the wall above his tomb. 

This spot for years has been the Mecca of 
‘my thoughts and dreams as I turned the 
pages and pondered the deep thoughts of 
this marvelous man. 

In coming up here between Oxford and 
Leamington I noticed beds of yellow flow- 
ers—wild mustard—bleriding with the color 
of the tender green meadows: forests of 
horse-chestnuts, oaks and elms. Ailusions 
to roses, from buds to full bloom luscious. 
ripe and sweet, are scattered with a boun- 
tiful profusion through his pages. 

As I look out of the back window of this 
hospitable hostelry on Henley etreet, near 
his birthplace, I can see in the garden the 
descendants of those blooms sc. often ad- 
miringly looked upon by him. P: issing over 
and through the fields in my approach to 
Stratford, L saw daff>dils, violets blue, 
daisies pied, ¥ smccks (all silver white). 
cuckoo-buds of Show hue, winking mary- 
buds, and all of poor Ophelia’s flowers, 
rosemary, pansies, fennel, columbine and 
rue in abundance. Doubtless he caw his 
sisters or his daughter Susanna, or Judith, 
his baby, bring from tlie fields in the carly 
summer, aprons full of just such flowers.

The air is full of moisture, The 
whole island, lke “fan emerald /set in a 
silver sea,”’ is swathed in clouds, white 
and dark blu, that constantly rise like 
steam from ihe superheated waters of the 
gulf stream in summer, making the flowers 
and plants, trees and shrubs of England, 
although the same Jatitude as Labrador, 
like the foliage of a hothouse. Warwick- 
shire is as near the topographical center 
of England as its very irregular and in- 
dented coast line will permit. This whole 
country. is like a park kept by that fine 

After my pilgrimage through Charlecote 
and Welcombe, [I concluded that Shottery 
and Stratford are the most inviting. 

As I look out of the window I see thick 
masses of clouds scudding for the west. 
Doubtless, with eye ‘‘turned from earth to 
heaven,’’ our poet often noted similar 
clouds here on their way to be “buried in 
the bosom @f great ocean."’ The levels 
and plateau of land hereabout are broad, 
wide and peculiarly open to all “skyey 
influences.’’ The atmosphere from all points 
seems to me to be self-luminous spark- 
ling, and the infinitesimal atoms to move 
automatically and nimbly, with an invig- 
orating and uplifting effect. 

The flora and fauna and weather of the 
plays fit into this landscape exactly, and 
vice versa, as if described by a naturalist. 
The ruins of Kenilworth not too far away 
for an active and ambitious boy of 14 to get 
there on foot as I saw today; the proud 
Earl of Leicester; the haughty and jealous 
queen; the glorious beauty, Amy Robsart, 
rival to a queen—all these attractions must 
have fired the imagination of such a boy, 
as bright master William was at the time 
of the queen's visit. 

The allegorical scenes depicted in a ‘‘Mid- 
Summer Night's Dream” read like a literal 
description of the entertainment provided 
by the lord of the castle, and _  ~s0 
vividly described also by Sir Wal 
ter Seott in Kenilworth. There is 
in the play distinct allusion to

And all through the landscape winds the 
lovely Avon in early morn and eve like a 
sheet of silver, with willows showing white 
beneath by reflection in the smooth sur- 
face of the pool below. 

In such a country, at such a time, was 
the dramatist born; the right time and the 
right place, as I wrote in the visitor's 
book today. 

At the age of 7, and until 13, he attended 
the grammar school in the second floor of 
the chapel of the Guild Hall on the south- 
east corner of Chapel and High streets. 
How many miscellaneous books and ie- 
gends he devoured we do not know. I saw 
in the museum in the house in Henley 
street an ancient and capacious book and 
writing desk said to be his taken from this 
schoolroom. 

The pictorial panorama of the History 
‘of the Holy Cross once illuminated the 
walls of the,school room and their scenes 
dounbtiess sunk deep into his receptive 
mind. 

His faith through life to the close was 
in the evangelical orthodox Christian be- 
lief, not obtrusive, and the mediated dra-

The house in Henley street is the largest 
on the street. It has three gables. It is 
on the line of the street. It is in good 
teeter Mar bat 
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throat. I stooped under, looked up and 
could see the sky; a settle is on one side 
and an inglebrook on the other, where 
one could sit close to the fame within 
the face of the fireplace 

Doubtless this healthy imaginative boy 
often did sit there and gaze into the curl- 
ing flames weaving strange fancies as his 
mother and sisters moved about in house- 
hold duties, the lad meanwhile having a 
gense of comfort, as being ‘‘at home.” A 
fire has not been made in it for centuries. 

From this room I passed into an L divid- 
ed into three rooms. I returned again to 
the kitchen. Adjoining is a room facing 
the street—private—now used as a record 
room. 

Adjoining the kitchen and facing the 
street are two rooms used for a museum 
of Shakspeare souvenirs, the sword car- 
ried before his father and his signet ring 
are here. There are seven rooms on the 
first floor. six rooms on the second, and 
three attic rooms, making sixteen in all. 
The number surprised me. There are no 
halis or porches. The stair case to the 
second floor ascends from the L room. 
There is a staircase leading into the attic. 
closed to visitors. The ceilings are low. I 
could easily touch them. 

The front room above the kitchen—19 
by 14, as I measured it—is where the won- 
derful child first uttered his wailing cry 


. as he came into this breathing world. 


Visitors are permitted to sit in Shaks- 
peare’s low chair in this room. The walis 
are covered with penciled signatures, None 
are permitted now. It seems that all the 
great of the earth have been here to honor 
this lowly room. 

The panes of giass are small, are 
scratched all over with signatures made 
with diamond rings. I saw the signatures 
of W. Scott and T. Carlyle. 

A book is now provided where each vis- 
itor enters his name In Ink. Judging from 
the size and number of the books, a stream 
of visitors has flowed into this goal of Ilit- 
erati for many years. A shilling each one 
pays defrays the expense of custodians, 
four in number, and repairs; the house be- 
longs to the nation, who patriotically pur- 
chased it, and would not allow Barnum, the 
showman, to dismember it and carry 4 
away. 

The oak frame work of the building, 
floors, joists, rafters, stanchions, are solid 
sound, discolored, dimension—oak hardened 
with great age, as the structure was‘ an- 
clent when John Shakspeare purchased it. 

The casings, doors, windows and fittings 
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lated.’”” Plaster and wood are the mate- 
rials; the joinings being morticed and pin- 
ioned; no iron nails. It is an honest house; 
no sham, and picturesque with its pointed 
gables, small window panes and many wood 
mullions and members. 


The shadowy forms of the Shakspeares 
haunt this house. What a splendid woman 
the mother of such a man must have been! 
What a physical frame, heart, brain and 
mind‘ Here the marvelous child was nur- 
tured! Here born. 


As I entered the city I saw a number of 
boys just let out of school, bright and glee- 
ful lads with rosy faces. I could imagine 
Master William was such a boy. One 
came up to me and offered to be my guide. 
“What do I think of Shakspeare?”’ ‘Hae 
was a very great poet, sir,’ was his reply. 
A bright Jad with blue eyes, white and pink 
skin. Imagination could easily picture 
Master William such a boy at that age. 

Out of school at 14, he helped his 
father in the different vocations, glover, 
wool comber and farmer. Exploring every 
nook and corner of this lovely land, going 
with the family to church on Sunday, he 
was not long in finding other heauties than 
tature in the countryside.

Improvement League of St. Louis. 
HE Civic [Improvement League is not 
T quite one year old and yet its mem- 
. bership is 1200. Fifty names were 
added during the past two weeks. 

The fees are $2 a year. That keeps up the 
expenses. Headquarters are necessary and 
there is the cost of literature, correspond- 
ence and lectures. 

The League has already demonstrated the 
possibilities of St. Louis. It is not expected 
to make it a second Paris in a moment, 
but it is seen that very much can be done 
in a very few years toward its beautifica- 
tion and its sanitation. 

The wholesale cleaning of alleys and the 
much better cleaning of streets is due in 
part to the work of the League, which 
has received the strongest possible support 
from the mayor and the street commis- 
sioner. 

The King's Highway Commission, 
up of President George B. Leighton, 
President Julius Pitzman and John D. 
is, one of our most earnest members, after 
visiting leading cities and studying their 
boulevard systems, is having prepared for 
it by George Kessler, landscape architect 
of the World's Fair, who laid out the very 
comprehensive boulevard system of Kansas 
City, a system that will conform to the 
needs of St. Louls as it shall develop into 
a city of a million or more inhabitants. 
The work of the commission will be a reve- 
lation, it ts thought. 

The Civic Improvement League would not 
have been created in vain if it had accom- 
plished nothing save the introduction of 
playgrounds for the children of the tene- 
ment house districts. Three such play- 
grounds were opened last year, one near 
the Ashiey . puliding, at Ashley and Collins 
streets, another at Eighth and Rutger 
streets and a third at Tenth, between Carr 
and Biddle streets. 

Sand piles, swings and shower baths were 
provided, and the children’s playground 
committee in charge of public school play- 
grounds co-operated and furnished us 
watchers.

People often ask us 
how we manage so many boys. They ire 
happy boys. A Sunday-school superintend- 
ent has sald they were the best boys in his 
Sunday-school. <A church usher has said 
they are the best behaved lot of boys he 
ever saw. A member of a choir says they 
behave splendidly itn church. A _ school 
teacher says our boys, with one or two 
exceptions, are the best boys in her room. 
They are never tardy. 

Ho¥ is it done? 

Our board of managers said when we un- 
dertook the work that they wanted the 
boys to be good boys, and agreed with us, 
that uniform kindne and appealing to 
their better natures &nd instilling love for 
one another would take lonmger to accom- 
pish the desired results, but would be more 
jasting in the end. 

This we have tried to follow. 

Take the boy, say, of 12 years of age 
who not only does not know the Lord's 
Prayer, he cannot read the first page of 
the. second reader and other lessons in pro- 
portion. But he has chewed tobacco for 
six years. Might is right with him and 
possession is 10 points of the law. 

You cannot hammer knowledge into him. 
No. First you have to go to school with 
him and etudy him in every day life.

mada, will soon become one of the most 
fashionable seasNe resorts in the united 
«kingdom. 


Newcastle, loontes in County Down, about 
25 miles south of Belfast, is a familiar spot 
to thousands of Irishmen who have taken 
up their resideace in the United States. It 
has a population of only 1000, but during the 
summer months it attracts a large number 
of visitors. It .s situated on the west coast 
of the Irish Sea, and is already one of the 
most fashionable resorts in the north of 
Ireland. 

Por many vears Newcastle was only a 
small fishing hamlet. Nestling on the shore 
of picturesue Dundrum Bay, ft attracted 
the attention of the Earl of Annesley, who 
determined to improve it and make it at- 
tractive to summer tourists. With this end 
in view he erected a fine modern hotel and 
has planned such other improvements as 
will make it a suitable seaside resort. 

Politically speaking, Newcastle i= in the 
parish of Kilco, barony of Upper Iveagh, 
county of Down, province of Ulster and 
three and one-half miles southwest of Cas- 
tlewellan. It has a fine beach, along which 
the village stretches for more than a mile. 
Numerous beautiful dwellings line the 
—

shore, and it is one of the most favored 
spots for sea bathing. On_the site of the 
old castle erected by Maginnis;~which was 
torn down some years ago, the new hotel 
has been built. It is a spacious and finely 
appointed hostelry and cost $15,000. It is 
well located and commands an extensive 
view of the bay, the Isle and Calf of Man 
in the foreground and the lofty mountains 
of Mourne ‘n the rear. The Earl of An- 
nesley has also built a fine marine resi- 
dence, called Donard Lodge at the foot of 
Slieve Donard. The demesne is laid out 
with great taste. Within its limits is a 
chalybeate spa, to which the public has 
free access. 

The other country seats tn the neighbor- 
hood are Tallymore, the residence of Mrs. 
Keowen; Brook Lodge, the home of Mr. W. 
Beer, and the residence of Mr. John Law, 
a2 handsome mansion of the Elizabethan 
period. ° 

The environs of Newcastle are of a pleas- 
ing character and abound in mountain 
scenery. Within two miles of the village 
is Tallymore Park, the handsome country 
seat of the Earl of Rodin. It is also but 
two miles to the village and church of 
Bryansford. 

The port has a fine pier that cost the 
government $160,000, and which is accessi- 
ble at high water to ships of heavy tonnage.

As the question is likely to be brought 
before the department before long, a de- 
cision will have to be rendered, and it is 
hard to say what will be done.

M ANY and extraordinary are the so- 


called systems in operation for the 
redemption of the female neck and 
throat. 

Very many women exhibit a tendency to 
embonpoint early in the twenties. 

Frequentiy the woman who discovers 
that she is getting fat calls a halt on the 
Situation and literaliy saves her neck, or 
the beauty of it, by her wisdom. 

Fat is absolutely controllable. 

The Woman who allows herself to get too 
stout is either ignorant or indolent, 

Every human creature who will honestly 
take’ the pains and exercise the required 
self-denial will find for herself that the 
acquisition and reduction of fat are gov- 
erned by diet and exercise.  _ 

Some subjects are predisposed to accu- 
mulating fat. 

They assimilate food easily end perfectly. 

Such individuals usually begin to take 
on flesh around the twenty-fifth year. 

Now if you wish to preserve the youth- 
ful smoothness and firmness of your 
throats, you must not get fat. 

4 really fat throat may be smooth and 
firm, bit tt never looks young, even though 
its possessor may be on the sunny side of 
30, which in these days is young. 

The woman who has a fat throat in 
youth is doomed to pass her later ycars 
bemoaning a flabby under chin or a hideous 
set of claw-shaped furrows just under the 
chin, ? 

The woman who has allowed herself to 
get too stout in youth has endangered the 
beanty of her throat, but if she will 4ili- 
gently seek to ropair the damage done by 
stretching and weakening the muscles she 
may do so. 

Relaxed neck muscles can best be re- 
stored by massage. But be careful not 
to make the mistake of allowing an op- 
erator to give you neck movements, based 
I know not on what theory or delusion, 
that. will only increass your present af- 
fliction. 

All neck movements for restoring the 
contour of the face and making the throat 
symmetrical should be made with a view 
to raising the muscles, making them firm 
and taut as in youth. 

In medical massage, where neck treat- 
ment is given for congestion of the brain 


or for laryngitis, downward movements 
are correct. But these movements for 
cosmetic purposes are absolutely ha>mful. 
Recollect that to restore the beauty of 
throat and neck you must restore the 
muscles to vigor, elasticity and strength. 


The specific effect of mansage 
the muscles is: : 


To encourage nutrition and development 
of the muscles by increasing the blood 
supply, ex 

A_ well-nourished 
firm and elastic. 

An impoverished muacie is limp, flabby 
and lax. 

If the muscular structure is vigorous 
and healthy the fatiy tissues are well sup- 
ported, the skin is smoothly stretched and 
there are no furrows, no crows’ feet, no 
flabby double chins. 

Massage will do wonders for the restora- 
tion of the throat, but don't expect to 
see results in one or two or half a dozen 
treatments. 

The muscles have to be made well and 
strong by friction, which supplies the 
blood from which they get their nourish- 
ment. It is a slow but sure process. 

Massage movements for the neck are sim- 
pile. 
the subject for the first. and most impor- 
tant movement. Place the hands as in the 
picture, under the chin, and pressing firmly 
into the tissues, make an upward rotary 
movement. Work up to the back of the 
ears. Look in the glass while this move- 
ment is being performed, and you will 
see that the flabby throat disappears, with 
the muscles lifted. ee 

Neck-wringing is useful, but should be 
carefully performed. Only a skilled anat- 
omist should be trusted with this, or, for 
that matter, any movement. Real injury 
may te done by untrained hands in any 
of. the vigorous movements. As the term 
implies, wringing is a twisting movement, 
ex@cuted by both the operatcr’s hands. 

The movement should not be quick, and 
just enough preesure of the hands should 
be employed to prevent their slipping over 
the swrface, 

Percussion is useful in neck massage 
also. 

The percussion movement should always 
be what is known as an elastic movement, 
and given from the wrist joint. 


muscle becomes full, 
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The operator should stand back of . 


An inexperienced operator gives a sort of 
pummeling movement which bruises the 
superficial tissues and has no effect on the 
deeper atructures. 

The effect of this movement is to excite 
not only the skin, but the tissues under- 
neath, and to give activity to the muscles 
through stimulation. 


Many letters have been received asking 
about a surgical operation for lifting the 
cheek muscles, and by so doing sestoring 
the youthful contour of the face. 

This operation has been done with some 
degree of success. It is not dangerous, per- 
formed by a skillful surgeon. 

An elliptical portion of the skin is re- 
moved on each side of the head, and the 
parts sewed together. — 

You can see what the effect would be 
by taking a tuck at the spot designated.

A few drops of tincture of benzoin added 
to the bath gives a delicious odor, and in 
larger quantities, diluted with water. ben- 
zoin serves to give the flesh firmness and 
also possesees the quality of rendering the 
skin fair, The simple tincture can be easily 
made at home as follows: 

* Macerate 4 ounces of powdered gum ben- 
zoin, put into an open-mouthed bottle; add 
1 quart of pure alcohol. Let it stand one 
week. Agitate the bottle frequently. Pass 
it through filtering paper, and it will be 
ready for use. A teaspoonful in g quart of 
water wil! suffice. 

To Inquirers About Depilatories. 

“Post-Dispatch Reoder,”’ “E. K. H.,” “‘M. 
W.,” “A Young Giri,” “R. H. K.,” “Mar- 
tha,”’ ‘“‘Afflicted’’ and others—I think it is a 
mistake to make a depilatory at home, but 
as so many of my correspondents desire to 
compound these remedies themselves, I give 
formula. 

I consider the plaster stick depilatory 
better than any other, inasmuch as it does 
not contain any poisonous ingredients. 

Readers of this column who desire fur- 
ther information congerning this partic- 
ular depilatory will kindly write me, giving 
thelr addresses. 

Correspondents have written me that 
druggists will not supply them with sulphy- 
drate of soda, which, of course, js an ex- 
tremely powerful caustic. ‘I cannot sug- 
gest a means of obtaining articles which 
the druggist does not choose to supply. 
Usually the pharmacist has an excellent 
reason for declining to sell dangerous irri- 
tarts, and I heartily indorse the greatest 
care in the sale of such articles, 

The only exception I take in the matter 
is in the fact that where the druggist 
will not sell the #ingle Ingredient which Is 
dangerous he does not hesitate to offer 
@ proprietary article which he knows has 
for its basis this verv same ingredient. 

For éxampls:' A @ruggist will not sell bi- 
chloride of mesoury, whieh is only another 
name for corrasive sublimate. He gives as 
his reason fréguently that corrosive sub- 
limate is a dangerous mineral salt, and he 
is perfectly truthful, but very, very often, 
as I nappen “to know, he suggests that 
the would-be purchaser buy » face bleach 
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or some sort of a proprietary wash which, 
as a matter of fact, contains large quan- 
tities of the very ingredient he has de- 
clined to sell over the counter. 

Consistency is a very scarce jewel, ap- 
parently, in all walks of life.. 

The formulae which I give you are 
standard and have been in use for a great 
many years successfully. 

One of the oldest depilatories manufac- 
tured, and which has a very large sale, is 
as follows: 

Sulphvdrate of scda, 100 grains; chalk, 
300 grains. 

Make"into a thin paste with water and 
apply to the hairy part and let it remain 
a few moments. and then serape it off with 
a blunt tlade—a paper knife, for example. 
The effect of this depilatory is to destroy 
the hair, which comes off when scraped. 

Another good depilatory is made as fol: 
lows: 

Sulphide of soda, 100 grains; slaked lime, 
80 grains; starch, ® grains; lime water, 4 
fluid drams. Apply as the preceding. 

Barium sulphide is also used as a paste 
for depilatories. The standard formula is: 

Barium sulphide, 80 grains; powdered 
chalk, 400 grains. 


Mix with water. The barium sulphide 
must be absolutely dry to be effective 
when {t is mixed with the chalk. Enough 
water should be afterward added to make 
@ thin paste. Sulphide of strontium makes 
also an efficient depilatory. It is made as 
follows! 

Sulphide of atrontium,.2 drams;: oxide of 
zinc, 3 drams; pcewdered starch. 3 drams. 

Mix thoroughly and keep dry in well- 
corked ‘bottles until wanted for use. Take 
enough to make a paste and add warm 
water to it until the proper consistency is 
secured. Spread over the hairy surface and 
allow to remain for from one to five min- 
utes. according to the nature of the growth 


and the susceptibility of the skin. It should 
be removed, 18 in every case with a de- 
pilatory, when the burning sensation is 
produced. Too long contact with the skin 
should be avoided, and immediately after 
the hair has been removed the. denuded 
surface should be gently washed with warm 
water and a cold, cream or a bland oll ap- 
plied to prevent irritation. 


A Good Freckle Bleach. 


Berah: Dr. Shoemaker’s bleach 
cellent: 

Bichloride of mercury in coarse powders, 
8 grains; witch hazel, 2 ounces; rosewater, 2 
ounces, 

Agitate until a solution is obtained. Mop 
over the affected parts. Keep out of the 
way of ignorant persons and children.
